THREE OHIO 


The Ohio Legislature has enacted a law abolishing 
the outdoor relief furnished by counties. The bill was 
passed at the suggestion of the State Board of Charities, 
members assert that the system has resulted in 
breeding a set of professional paupers, who absorb the 
relief intended for the worthy poor to a large extent 
It is estimated that the passage of the bill will save the 
hundre thousand dollars annually. It 
does not abolish city outdoor relief, but places the sup 
port of paupers upon the townships in which they live. 

The Senate has adopted a resolution for the appoint 
ment of a commission to inquire into the advisability of 
disposing of all or part of the canals of the State. It 
has rejected the bill to abolish sweatshops in cities. 

The House has passed a bill requiring each railway

Marquis Yamagata, Field Marshal of Japan in the 
recent China-Japan War, left this city bound for Havre 
after a pleasant visit April 18. He left a very courteous 
message for the American pe ople, given out to the New 
York reporters 

‘Please say for me to the American people that Iam 
deeply sensible of the high honor which has been con 
ferred upon me by the many public receptions tendered 
since my arrival in this country. These spontaneous 
expressions of cordiality, so munificently extended me 
wherever I have gone, will be to me the source of a grate 
ful remembrance of America and the hospitality of her 
generous people. My reception by the Mayor and heads 
of departments in this city is indeed too flattering, and 
only shows the wealth of hospitality which the people 
of New York are willing to extend to strangers. Iam 
deeply grateful; yes, indeed, I am,’’ concluded the 
Marquis. 

On reaching Havre the Marquis and party will pro- 
ceed direct to Paris, where they will remain for ten 
days, after which they will proceed to Moscow to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies attending the coronation of 
the Czar.

GRAND JURY IN ST. 
Experience on the March Grand Jury in St. Louis 
convinced a minority of the members that the system 
should be modified or abolished.

It was from 
here that Magruder and Sue Monday were sentenced to 
be hanged. 

Sue Monday was one of the unique, bloody charac- 
ters of the war in Kentucky. He was a beardless 
youth, the nephew of ex-Congressman Beverly L. Clark 
of the Third District. Sue Monday was an assumed 
name, his real name being Clark. He was the terror of 
a large territory for several vears, and fought some- 
times in woman's and sometimes in man’s attire, with 
the recklessness of a fiend incarnate, and for a time it 
was a question whether he was a man or a woman. An 
immense concourse of people witnessed his execution at 
Eighteenth Street and Broadway, where he died with 
the utmost unconcern
